You will be interested to know that the 1972 concept for develop- 
ment of a boating and flying city is being implemented at Crows Nest 
Harbour on the Potomac River. It is located less than one hours 
driving time to the south of Washington, D.C. Highlights of the close 
to 5,000-acre community are presented in the enclosed booklet. 

Of special interest to you and personnel of agencies requiring 
immediate increased manning in national emergencies is that there will 
be an airstrip and heliport. Electrical wiring will be underground 
which will facilitate air operations. Air lifts, located at Fort 
Belvoir and Quantico, will be able to pick up personnel from their 
homes amid a rural landscape and transport them to metropolitan Wash- 
ington in a matter pf minutes. 

The developer is a group of business leaders, including Woodrow 
D. Marriott of the Marriott Corporation, in cooperation with Research 
Homes. The master plan, explained in the enclosure, will meet all 
state and local requirements. The project is well financed and the 
developer has established a reputation for exceptional success. It 
is now an unspoiled forest area and the ecology will be preserved to 
the extent practicable. 

The landscape of the property is some of the most beautiful in 
the United States. It climbs and dips and is clustered with some of 
the tallest trees in the eastern part of the United States. It has 
12 miles of waterfront on the Potomac River, Potomac Creek and Accokeek 
Creek. The variety of natural features gives it all the attributes 
for enjoyment of life.
